Prize-fights 
are advertised and take place in New York six nights in the week, but, as 
we have a law against prize-fights, we call them ‘* boxing matches.’”’ Under 
this title the agile sluggers swat each other against the ropes, shed much 
gore, and adjust the potent ‘‘knock-out” blow to each other’s jaws under 
the approving gaze of a score of uniformed policemen and amid the wild 
applause of thousands of plain-moral-citizen spectators. It is a crude 
Western notion that a law might as well be off the statute books if it 
does n’t mean anything. We know better. We know it is far more 
genteel.and moral to have the laws and to pay no attention to them. Even 
now we are witnessing nightly a reproduction of the celebrated encounter 
which, made Nevada infamous, but no one dares to criticise us, because we 
have the most stringent laws against everything of the sort. We hope 
Nevada will brace up and make herself some beautiful laws against these 
disgraceful exhibitions and against Sunday drinking, and other wickedness.
